Beginning promptly at 8 a.m. EST, 
Carter took time this morning from his 
intense recruiting for cabinet and other 
high level positions to receive operation 
reports cm the departments of Treasury, 
Labor, Commerce, Housing and Urban 
Development, 
Transportaion, Health, 
Education and Welfare and Justice. 
After further agency reports later to­ 
day, Carter arranged to interview Rep. 
Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., and former 
Johnson administration budget director 
Charles Schultze. Jordan is repeatedly 
under strong consideration for attorney 
general and Schultze as treasury 
secretary or chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
Carter was was also to meet with 
veteran presidential adviser Clark Clif­ 
ford, who was defense secretary under 
Johnson. 
At Blair House, the presidential guest 
headquarters across from the White 
House, Carter met with his “ cluster” 
transition teams, which have been close­ 
ly scrutinizing operation of government 
agencies. 
Carter aides told reporters the brief­ 
ings featured “ no big names” and there 
was little, if any, discussion of possible 
Cabinet appofiitees. 
Sitting in on all the sessions were Vice 
President-elect Walter Mondale, transi­ 
tion coordinator Jack Watson and policy 
coordinator Stu Eisenstat.

Wood faces a continued arraignment 
proceeding in Santa Barbara Municipal 
Court on Dec. 21; Mathison has pleaded 
not guilty and faces a jury trial on Jan. 
12. Both men are charged with violation 
of 647a and as educators, are on com­ 
pulsory leave of absence from the clas­ 
sroom. without pay, pending conclusion 
of their cases. Conviction could mean 
loss of their accreditation to teach in the 
State of California. 
The arrests were made over a span of 
the past three weeks, although one of 
them was made as early as last October. 
A spokesman for the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment said the vice squad activity at 
Gaviota was spurred “ by numerous com­ 
plaints from traveling visitors and 
county residents regarding lewd acts and 
homosexual activity at the highway rest 
stop.” 
The undercover investigation led to the 
filing of crim inal complaints charging 
the committing of lewd acts, soliciting to 
commit lewd acts and loitering at a 
public restroom to commit lewd acts. 
Vice officers “ witnessed aggressive 
soliciting for the commission of lewd 
acts; the commission of lewd acts in a 
public restroom; physical grabbing of 
sexual parts of intended victims by the 
suspects, and the physical alteration of 
the restroom facilities by apparent 
homosexuals with the alteration being 
utilized for the furtherance of their lewd 
acts."

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Top Republican 
leaders meet 
with Ford 
WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford summoned Ronald Reagan, John 
Connally and Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller to the White House today for 
his first post-election Republican sum­ 
mit meeting. 
Political sources said the President 
wanted to ensure that the Republican 
Party is rebuilt without splintering 
following his defeat at the hands of Jim ­ 
my Carter. 
“ The meeting is at the President’s in­ 
itiative," the White House said of the 
session, set for 3:30 p.m. EST. 
“ This is one in a series of meetings 
with Republican leaders to discuss the 
future of the party,” said the announce­ 
ment from Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen’s office. 
The meeting was taking place in the 
White House West wing, directly across 
Pennsylvania Avenue from Blair House, 
where Carter was charting the coming 
Democratic administration. 
Ford and Reagan, who battled for the 
GOP presidential nomination, were 
meeting for the first time since the Nov. 
2 election. 
Reagan lost the GOP nomination by a 
close margin to Ford and earlier this 
week, the former California governor 
called for rebuilding the GOP to make it 
the political home for conservatives. 
Ford has consistently fought within the 
party to attract liberals and moderates

School workers still 
adamant over offer

Rank and file members of the Califor­ 
nia School Employes Association, last 
night, gave its negotiating committee a 
vote of confidence and in the words of 
one source, indicated, “ they are not 
ready to accept the board’s latest offer." 
CSEA officials today were tightlipped 
about the details, but one source said the 
organization's negotiation committee 
was asking salary raises of 6.5 per cent 
the first year of a two-year contract, and 
an additional 8324 in health and welfare 
benefits, a sum that would raise the in­ 
dividual annual amount to 81.000. 
Classified employes have been work­ 
ing six months without a contract. 
A more optimistic note came from As­ 
sistant Supt. Alice Milligan, the school 
board’s chief negotiator. Milligan said 
today, “ I thought we could have settled 
the salary issue at the meeting Monday, 
but the CSEA demanded an agency shop 
clause and the board is opposed to that.” 
Milligan said an agency shop clause 
would force all classified employes to 
pay dues to the CSEA even though they 


are not voluntary members of the 
organization. Locally, CSEA has been 
declared the exclusive bargaining 
representative for classified employes, 
but cannot req u ire in d ivid u a l 
membership. 


For the first time, Milligan released 
some specific details of the bargaining. 
She said CSEA is asking a combined 
salary and health and welfare raise of 
16.02 per cent over the life of a two-year 
contract. A breakdown of that figure 
shows 6.5 per cent on salaries the first 
year, plus an increase of 3.2 per cent on 
health and welfare; and 6.5 per cent in­ 
crease on salaries the second year, she 
said. 
The school board’s latest offer was 6.5 
per cent on salaries and health and 
welfare benefits the first year and 4 35 
per cent the second year, for a total of 
10.85 per cent over the life of the con­ 
tract. 
Most other issues in the voluminous 
contract proposal have already be« 
resolved, Milligan concluded. The two

ethics drive 
WASHINGTON (U P I) - Democrats 
organizing for the new 95th Congress are 
mounting a wide-ranging ethics drive to 
counter the embarrassing election-year 
image of sex scandals and misuse of 
public funds. 
The 296-member caucus, meeting for 
the fourth consecutive day, included in 
today's agenda a proposal to lim it gift- 
taking to 8100 a year per member. It was 
in response to a current investigation 
into charges that South Korean agents 
tried to influence some Congressmen 
with huge cash gifts. 
The Democrats Wednesday also voted 
for a series of rules changes designed to 
expedite legislation and streamline 
House operations The major change was 
to strip the Joint Atomic Energy Com­ 
mittee of power to draft legislation 
That change would leave the House- 
Senate panel with authority only to hold 
hearings and take testimony. 
The new Democratic leadership for 
the next Congress was also completed 
Wednesday when Speaker-designate 
Thomas P O’Neill and Majority Leader 
Jim Wright appointed Rep 
John 
Brademas of Indiana as party whip, the 
No. 3 leadership post in the House. 
Republicans, in their own organizing 
caucus Wednesday, renamed John 
Rhodes of A riz«a as the GOP leader and 
Robert Michel and John Anders«, both 
of Illinois, as whip and conference 
chairman respectively. All three were 
unopposed 
L aw m a k ers approached last 
November's elections with fear of public 
reacti« to the wave of charges that 
some members double-billed the govern­ 
ment for travel expenses and that others 
misused funds to support mistresses 
Most, however, survived the elect!« 
after campaigning on promises of 
reform, and they centered their drive on 
the House ethics committee, which 
many members said responded too slow­ 
ly and ineffectively to the allegattons. 
The caucus voted Tuesday to lim it 
chairmen of the ethics panel to two 
terms, or four years, and prohibit 
chairmen of other House Committees 
from membership « the panel. On 
Wednesday the caucus voted to; 
— Strip the ethics panel of the joint 
ju risd iciti« it held with the Judiciary 
Committee over lobbying legislation. 
Judiciary approved a strong lobbyist dis­ 
closure bill last session. Ethics delayed 
the measure at length and finally ap­ 
proved a weaker bill. Neither version 
was cleared before C«gress adjourned 
— Continue to require the ethics panel 
to come before the House Administra- 
tion Committee.

Kissinger said, according 
to the sources, that this was unaccep­ 
table because it would have the effect of 
isolating Spain from Western Europe 


even after Spain had democratized its 
political system. 


Kissinger said the proposal for a ban 
on first use of nuclear weapons was un­ 
acceptable because it would establish 
“ an artificial firebreak” between con­ 
ventional and nuclear weapons 
Kis­ 
singer argued that some uncertainly 
about NATO’s intentires increased the 
deterrent effect of the nuclear weap«s. 


In his message, Carter promised he 
would maintain “ a common strategy 
against common threats” — a clear 
reference to growing Soviet m ilitary 
power, which has preoccupied NATO 
ministers during their week of high level 
meetings. 


The hreorary president of the NATO 
council, Portuguese Foreign Minister 
Jose Medeiros Ferreira, said the council 
“ with the greatest regret was saying 
farewell to an eminent figure of world 
diplomacy that left and indelible mark." 


One participant said Kissinger ap­ 
peared close to tears as Ferreira spoke. 


Kissinger’s speech to the council dwelt 
« the same theme that Carter stressed 
in his message, c«tinuity of American 
foreign policy.

Exxon has protested a State 
Coastal Commission condition 
making a pipeline study neces­ 
sary in order to have a permit 
for an onshore gas and oil 
processing plant. 
Meanwhile, the Board of 
Supervisors has voted 3-2 to 
support the state of California 
and the State Coastal Commis­ 
sion in its suit against Exxon 
Corp. and the Interior Depart­ 
ment for pushing for the of­ 
fshore plant. 
The County Citizens Planning 
Assn. has sent the county super­ 
visors a letter endorsing the 
proposed concept of a land 
pipeline and consolidated of­ 
fshore facilities. 
Environmentalist groups are 
hoping that the Carter Ad­ 
ministration will live up to its 
conservation pledges and over­ 
turn Exxon's offshore plan in 
the interests of possibly 
averting further oil spills in the 
channel.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Four convicted killers whose 
death sentences were commut­ 
ed to life imprisonment by a 
1972 court decision striking 
down the death penalty were 
paroled this year, the Depart­ 
ment of Corrections said 
Wednesday. 
The men, all convicted of 
first-degree murder, were 
freed after serving as little as 
11 years and three months. 
The state Supreme Court in 
1972 ruled the death penalty 
was unconstitutional “cruel and 
unusual punishment.” Sub­ 
sequently, California voters ap­ 
proved a constitutional amend­ 
ment authorizing the death 
p e n a lty a g a in and the 


legislature reinstated it in 1973. 
But the state Supreme Court 
Tuesday overturned the 1973 
law on grounds it made execu­ 
tion mandatory for certain 
crimes and did not allow for 
consideration of any m iti­ 
gating circumstances. 


The decision Tuesday elimi­ 
nated the death penalty for 87 
persons in California prisons. 
Most of them probably will be 
given life sentences, said aides 
to Attorney General Evelle 
Younger. Parole is possible in 
as little as seven years from a 
straight life sentence although 
the average time served is 12Mi 
years. 


The legislature is expected to 


consider a number of bills to 
reinstate the death penalty in 
California. The first (AB23) by 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie, D- 
U pland. w as in troduced 
Wednesday and would amend 
the 1973 law so that mitigating 
circumstances could be consid­ 
ered in capital cases. 
The 1972 decision lifted the 
death penalty for 197 men and 
women in state prisons. 
Corrections Departm ent 
aides said they assume other 
convicted murderers affected 
by the 1972 decision have been 
given parole dates by the Adult 
Authority, but they did not 
know for sure. 
Among the four who have 
been paroled is Robert Page 
Assassination probers 
ask $2.5 million budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
special congressional commit­ 
tee investigating the assassina­ 
tions of John F. Kennedy and 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
weighed estimates today that 
its budget must be increased 
five-fold — to $2.5 million. 


Richard A. Sprague, chief 
counsel and director of the 
probes which were authorized 
by the House last year, con­ 
tends the increase is essential 
for any investigation that hopes 
to penetrate the mysteries sur­ 
rounding the two murders. 


On the eve of today’s commit­ 
tee meeting, Chairman Thomas 
N. Downing, D-Va., Wednesday 
acknowledged the budget figure 
may stir trouble. “We’ll have 
difficulty justifing that but I 
think we can get it,” he said. 
"It is extremely important 
that we g et... the staff,” Down­ 
ing said, stressing that the pan­ 
el has been after “highly effec­ 
tive” investigators to dig into 
trails 13 and 9 years old, respec­ 
tively.

Lebanon's premier 
promises to rebuild 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
Premier-designate Selim A1 
Hoss, the neutral banker named 
to head Lebanon’s first real 
government in more than 18 
months, says his administration 
will rebuild the country’s shat- 
tered 
g o v ern m en t 
and 
economy. 


President Elias Sarkis went 
on nationw ide telev isio n 
Wednesday to announce the ap­ 
pointment of Hoss, a conser­ 
vative Moslem who attended In­ 
diana University in Blooming­ 
ton. 
Sarkis and Hoss planned a 
series of meetings today to dis­ 


cuss their choices for key 
ministries and convening par­ 
liament for the first time since 
Syrian and Arab troops res­ 
tored peace to Beirut four 
weeks ago. 
Hoss, 46, a business professor 
ami banker who is a long-time 
Sarkis adviser, has already 
drafted a multi-billion-dollar 
program for the reconstruction 
of the crippled economy 
“The government will be one 
of reunification,” said Hoss, 
who remained neutral during 
the nation's 19 month civil war. 
“What Lebanon needs now is to 
rebuild its economy, its institu­ 
tions and its public utilities.” 


It currently has a staff of 40 
but is trying to boost it to 170. 
The House Select Committee 
on Assassinations was formed 
late in this year’s congressional 
session as an outgrowth of in­ 
vestigations by Congress into 
FBI and CIA activities. The in­ 
creased cost of the infant panel, 
however, adds to the pressures 
for it to come up with new 
findings in the two deaths. 
Downing described Sprague 
as “the man I was looking for” 
to oversee and direct the in­ 
vestigations, expected to last at 
least 24 months. 
Sprague, 51, was a Phila­ 
delphia prosecutor with a 
highly successful court record. 
He handled 70 first degree 
murder cases and received 
guilty verdicts in 69 of them. 
He was special prosecutor in 
the Yablonski murders, eventu­ 
ally traced to W.A. “Tony” 
Boyle, president of the United 
Mine Workers, who was convic­ 
ted. 
Stephen J. Fallis, a prosecu­ 
tor in New York, Wednesday 
was named by Sprague as his 
deputy chief counsel and will be 
used as a “troubleshooter.” 
Fallis worked five years with 
the Manhattan District Attor­ 
ney. In 1972, he joined the of­ 
fices of New York State’s 
special prosecutor, Maurice 
Nadjari. charged with weeding 
out corruption in the criminal 
justice system. 


Anderson, 39, convicted of kill­ 
ing a clerk in the robbery of a 
San Diego pawn shop. He was 
paroled in August to an uncle in 
Seattle where he planned to go 
to college. He had served 12 
years and one month of his life 
term. 
Another of the four was Dovie 
Mathis, convicted of killing the 
husband of a friend lured to a 
San Jose park for robbery pur­ 
poses. He was paroled in 
February ater serving 11 years 
and nine months. He was to live 
with his parents near Madera 
and work in a convalescent 
home. 
The two others are Walter 
Hines, released in February 
after serving 11 years and three 
months for the murder of a Los 
Angeles store clerk during a 
robbery, and Robert Nye, freed 
in July after serving 12 years 
and nine months for the stabb­ 
ing death of a woman in Los 
Angeles. 
The last person executed in 
California was Aaron Mitchell, 
who died in the gas chamber 
April 12.1967. Mitchell was con­ 
victed of killing a Sacramento 
policeman during a robbery.

Gilmore now changes tune; 
wants to be set free 
SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Gary Gilmore says if he can’t 
be executed, then he’d rather be 
free 
“He's not changing his mind 
about wanting to die,” Ron 
Stanger. Gilmore’s attorney, 
said Wednesday. “He’s just 
saying. ‘Kill me or set me free 
so I don’t have to languish in 
jail for the rest of my life.’” 
At 
the 
con d em n ed 
murderer’s direction, Stanger 
Wednesday filed a petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus in Utah’s 
4th District Court. The petition 
contends that the state failed to 
execute Gilmore within the 
statutory 30 to 60 days after 
sentence was imposed — in this 
case, Oct 7. 
Gilmore refused to appeal his 
sentence or to waive the time 
limit, and Stanger said. “We 
contend that the government 
caused the delays — not the 
defendant ” 
The petition asks that the 
court order Gilmore released 
from prison because the death 
sentence imposed for the first- 
degree murder of a Provo 
motel clerk was not carried out 
in time 
Presiding Judge George Bal- 
lif gave the state 10 days to file 
a response. The Utah Attorney 
General's Office said it would 


argue against the writ on 
grounds that execution was 
scheduled Dec 6 — within the 
time limit — when the U.S. 
Supreme Court stayed it. 
The nation's highest court is­ 
sued a temporary stay last Fri­ 
day at the request of the killer’s 
mother, Bessie Gilmore of 
Milwaukie, Ore. 
The justices, after conferring 
for about two hours Wednesday, 
took no action on the e k e They 
meet again Friday, and could 
rule then whether to lift or ex­ 
tend the stay. 
Both Gilmore and the state 
have filed briefs with the 
Supreme Court opposing a 
further stay. They claim Mrs. 
Gilmore, a bedridden arthritic, 
has no standing in the case and 
is “an intruder and uninvited 
meddler.” 
Stanger insisted the habeas 
corpus action did not mean the 
killer had changed his resolve 
to go before a firing squad and 
become the first convict 
executed in the United States 
since 1967. 
“ He just wants to know 
where he stands. He’s being 
very consistent. He’s saying. 
‘Just follow the law. If you’e not 
going to follow the law, then set 
me free.’ He's always said he'd 
accept what the law states.” 


Books closed 
on Wayne Hays 
by Justice 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Justice Department says it has 
closed the books on the Wayne 
Hays-Elizabeth Ray sex scan­ 
dal and plans no prosecution. 
The former congressman, on 
his farm in southern Ohio 
recovering from bruises he 
acquired in an encounter with a 
bull, shrugged off the news. 
He told UPI the department 
never told him it was inves­ 
tigating. and did not tell him the 
probe was ended. 
“I never heard from them 
one way or the other,” he said. 
“Well, 1 sure hope it’s over.” 
The department did not dis­ 
cuss its decision except to an­ 
nounce that the case was closed 
and “prosecution has been 
declined.” 
News that Hays had kept 
Miss Ray on a subcommittee 
payroll solely for her sexual 
favors was broken by the 
Washington Post last May. 
“I can’t type.” she said then 
“I can't file. I can’t even 
answer the phone.” 


SEOUL. South Korea (UPI) 
— American failure to publicly 
confirm or deny that U.S. 
agents bugged the residence of 
President Park Chung-Hee has 
severely strained relations be­ 
tween the two countries, South 
Korea said today. 
Culture-Information Ministe- 
r Kim Seong-Jin said in a state­ 
ment that unless the United 
States clears up the bugging 
question soon, the South Korean 
government would begin a 
“thorough investigation.” 
The statement underscored 
the growing rift in U.S.-South 
Korean relations, which have 
have been set back by reports of 
influence peddling and bribery 
by Korean agents in the United 
States. 
The Seoul government said 
Wednesday a key South Korean 
intelligence agent, who report­ 
edly defected in the United 
States to help with an investiga­ 
tion of the bribery, was being 
held against his will. The 
United States has denied the 
charge. 
Kim said his government has 
repeatedly demanded both ia 
Seoul and Washington that the 
United States publicly state 
whether or not U.S. organiza­ 
tions bugged Park’s official 
residence. 
“The failure by the United 
States side to provide a con­ 
vincing clarification in public 
has given rise to continued 
speculation and distortions 
which are quite detrimental to 
the in terest of both the 
Republic of Korea and the 
United States.” Kim said. 
“Such acts, if committed, 
would not only cast doubt on 
American morality but also 
adversely affect the friendly 
relationship betw een the 
Republic of Korea and the 
United States.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Critics of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administra­ 
tion claim government officials 
have seized on “essentially 
meaningless” statistics to justi­ 
fy that program. 
The figures, announced 
Wednesday by the Labor 
Department, indicated the na­ 
tion’s occupational injury and 
illness rate was 9.1 per cent last 
year, or 1.3 per cent lower than 
1974. Job-related deaths also 
dropped from 5,900 to 5,300. 
Some of the decline was at­ 
tributed to layoffs on risky fac­ 
tory and construction jobs. But 
it was the biggest annual drop 
in the rate since OSHA was 
founded in 1971, and reflected a 
17 per cent decline since the 
first figures were compiled in 
1972. 
Citing those statistics, gov­ 
ernment officials promptly 
boasted that the improvement 
had resulted from a new 
awareness of job safety fos­ 
tered by OSHA. 
Leaders of a movem ent 
known as “Stop OSHA,” found­ 
ed recently by the American 
Conservative Union, disagreed. 
Stop OSHA Director Gary 
Jarmin said the figures show no 
trend and are “essentially 
meaningless since they reflect 
a normal fluctuation.” 
Jarmin said any improve­ 
ments were insignificant com­ 
pared to about $10 billion spent 
by American business to comp­ 
ly with the 1971 law. “Can our 
economy afford these tremen­ 
dous costs when there seems to 
be 
no 
s i g n i f i c a n t 
achievement?” he asked. 
The accuracy of the figures 
also was questioned by experts 
in the mining industry — the 
only industry where the rate of 
injuries and illnesses appeared 
to increase. Job-related inci­ 
dents rose to 79,400 in mining, 
reflecting an increased rate of 9 


per cent. 
A top official of the Mine En­ 
forcement Safety Adminis­ 
tration denied there was any 
real increase in that industry. 
He suggested instead that the 
increase resulted solely from 
improved data-gathering meth­ 
ods employed by his agency. 
He said the mining data was 
“more complete” than data 
from other industries. 
“That’s a bunch of baloney,” 
declared a spokesman for the 
United Mine Workers, which 
has sought improved mine 
safety enforcement. “Even now 
there are guys limping around 
who are paid simply because 
the coal companies don’t want 
to report them as disabled. The 
figures are up, because injuries 
are up.” 
OSHA officials refused to 
comment on the mining figures. 
But OSHA deputy Bert Concklin 
described the report as an in­ 
dication of “the climate of 
awareness of job safety and 
health hazards prompted by 
OSHA’s activités, coupled with 
energetic efforts by labor and 
management.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
same members who led the 
GOP in the House while a 
Republican occupied the White 
House will continue to lead in 
opposition to a Democratic ad- 
ministation. 
In a brief and relaxed 
meeting — in contrast to four 
straight days of House Demo­ 
cratic deliberations over rules 
and leaders — Republican 
House members Wednesday re­ 
elected John J. Rhodes of 
Arizona as leader, Robert 
Michel of Illinois as his assis­ 
tant and John B. Anderson of 
Illinois chairman of the GOP 
Conference.

With peanuts so much in the popular 
conversations presently, perhaps some 
peanut recipes are in order. We bring 
these to you from a Family Features 
Editorial Service. 


V4 cup peanut oil 
m lbs. boneless lean lamb, cut in inch 
cubes 
1 cup sliced onions 
W cup chopped green pepper 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 cup w ater 
2 tsp. W orcestershire sauce 
4 tsp. curry powder 
V4 tsp. salt 
V4 tsp. ground cinnamon 
V4 tsp. ground ginger 
Mi cup light cream 
1 cup chopped pared apple 
Vt cup coarsely chopped cocktail 
peanuts 
V4 cup dark seedless raisins 
4 cups hot cooked rice 
V4 cup toasted shredded coconut 


Heat peanut oil in skillet or large 
heavy saucepan. Add lamb and brown on 
all sides. Add onions, green pepper and 
garlic; cook 2-3 minutes. Add water, 
W orcestershire sauce, curry powder, 
salt, cinnamon and ginger. Cover and 
cook over low heat about 1 hour or until 
lamb is tender; stir occasionally. 
Blend in light cream . Add apple, 
cocktail peanuts, raisin s. Cook 15 
minutes longer or to desired thickness. 
Combine rice and coconut; serve lamb 
over rice mixture. Makes 4-6 servings. 


Chicken with Hot Pepper 


1 tbsp. cornstarch 
3 tbsp. soy sauce 
2 large chicken breasts, boned, skinned 
and cut into Vfc inch cubes 
1 tbsp. sherry 
2 tsp. sugar 
1 tsp. white vinegar 
1/4 cup peanut oil 
1 tsp. crushed red pepper 
1/3 cup sliced scallions 
*4 tsp. ground ginger 
Vi cup cocktail peanuts 


Blend cornstarch and 1 tbsp. soy sauce 
in bowl. Mix in chicken; set aside. Com­ 
bine remaining 2 tbsp. soy sauce, sherry, 
sugar and vinegar; set aside. 
Heat peanut oil in wok or large skillet 
over high heat. Add red pepper; cook un­ 
til pepper turns black. Add chicken; stir- 
fry 3 minutes. Remove and set aside.

Judging from a staff order 
presented at an executive ses­ 
sion of the legal division of the 
State Water Resoucres Control 
Board, chances appear dim for 
the eligibility grant funding of a 
deep river crossing to serve 
both the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement and Santa Ynez 
Community Services Districts. 
Copies of the order were 
received by SMID early yester­ 
day and dealt particularly with 
a petition of the SYCSD on 
behalf of SMID requesting state 
board consideration of grant 
funding of conveyance facilities 
associated with the Santa Ynez 
wastewater treatment project. 
The project includes a collec­ 
tion system to serve the com­ 
munity of Santa Ynez, an in­ 
te r c e p to r 
to 
con vey 
wastewaters collected in Santa 
Ynez and an expansion of the 
SMID sanitary treatment plant. 
Because the treatment plant 
is located on the south side of 
the Santa Ynez River, a river 
crossing for the interceptor will 
be necessary. SMID would like 
to participate in the Santa Ynez 
project and share the river 
crossing. 
According to the order, “ the 
division of water quality deter­ 
mined that most cost-effective 
solution was to cross the river 
on the Alisal Bridge. TTie por­ 
tion of the project which was 
located in replacement of 
Solvang’s existing interceptor 
was classified as a collector 
sewer and placed in a priority 
class that is not presently 
funded.’’ 
The Santa Ynez district ap­ 
pealed the decision by the diri- 
sion and a hearing on the sub­ 
ject was conducted Nov. 9 in the 
SMID Center by Roy Dodson, 
hearing officer and a member 
of the SWRCB board. 
The report said the total 
project in question has an es­ 
timated cost of $1,417,000. 
After a review of the entire 
record, the staff order con­ 
cluded that: 
1. The Alisal Bridge alter­ 
native is the most cost-effective 
solution to the river crossing 
problem 
2. The force main and pump 
station which would deliver 
Solvang’s wastewater to the 
bridge is not an interceptor, as 
that term is defined in grant 
regulations. 
3 The jointly used portions of 
the river crossing facilities are 
grant fundable to the 20-year 
capacity of both communities 
under a section of the grant 
regulations 
4. This funding is conditioned 
upon the approval by the Divi­ 
sion of Water Quality, March 1, 
1977, of a joint powers agree­ 
ment or service contract 
adopted by the districts. This 
agreement shall comply with 
the fair and equitable guidelines 
of the Division of Water 
Quality. 
5 Funding is also conditioned 
upon Solvang’s use of the joint 
crossing within one year of 
completion of its construction 
6 Good cause does not exist 
for the state board to exercise 
its option under Section 2110 of 
the grant regulations to adjust 
the fiscal year 1976-77 priority 
list to include in Class I as part 


of the project conveyance 
facilities to deliver wastewater 
from Solvang to the Alisal 
Bridge river crossing. 
The report said “ this matter 
shall be remanded to the Divi­ 
sion of Water Quality for* 
processing of the application of 
the petitioner in a manner con­ 
sistent with this order.” 


The order also noted: 
“The state board recognizes 
the need to view the projects in 
their regional context 
Both 
Solvang and Santa Ynez have 
clear water quality problems 
and good planning dictates that 
we see k to so lv e them 
simultaneously. 


“ ...H ow ever, with only 
limited funds available for use, 
we are forced to set priorities. 
Operating within this limita­ 
tion, we have concluded that 
the Division of Water Quality 
did not abuse its discretion in 
offering to make jointly used 
portions of the bridge crossing 
fundable to the 20 year capacity 
of both communities, while 
placing the force main and 
pump station that would deliver 
Solvang’s wastewater to the 
Alisal Bridge in a lower priority 
class. We are aware that the 
staff withdrew this offer for the 
purpose of the hearing, but we 
now choose to adopt it as part of 
our decision. 
“ We do not feel, based on the 
extensive evidence which we 
have received and reviewed, 
that it would be appropriate for 
either the staff or the state 
board to decide otherwise 
"One of the major concerns 
in reviewing this project is the 
extensive delays which have 
impeded its progress to date. In 
an effort to bring the project to 
a speedy conclusion, we have 
decided to place two conditions 
on the funding for Solvang’s 
portion of a joint river crossing. 
“ First, a joint powers agree­ 
ment or service contract which 
complies with the fair and 
equitable guidelines of the 
Water Quality Division must be 
adopted by both districts. It 
must be submitted to and ap­ 
proved by the division no later 
than March 1,1977. We feel that 
this condition is consistent with 
the grant contract for construc­ 
tion of Solvang’s treatment 
fa c ilitie s which requ ires 
Solvang to provide service to 
existin g and future p a r­ 
ticipating agencies, persons, 
and u sers on a fair and 
equitable basis. 
“ Secondly, should Solvang 
agree to participate in the joint 
crossing, we will require that 
Solvang actually begin to use 
this joint crossing within one 
year of completion of its con­ 
struction. We believe this will 
give Solvang the necessary 
time to finance the construction 
of the pump station and trunk 
lines that will convey its 
wastewaters to the bridge. It 
should be noted that the state 
board will not look favorably 
upon funding a project by 
Solvang to build a separate 
river crossing for itself at a 
later date, rather than to par­ 
ticipate in the joint river cross­ 
ing which is presently being 
contemplated. 


“ The state board does take 
into consideration the ability of 
a community finance non-grant 
fundable facilities of its own. 
We recognize that the burden of 
the costs of construction will be 
felt by the Solvang community; 
however, we do not feel that 
this burden would create a 
serious financial hardship. Our 
calculations indicate that 
Solvang’s local share of the 
eligible portions of the joint 
river crossing facilities would 
be approximately $120,000. 
“ It appears that cash funds 
are presently available to fund 
Solvang’s share of the eligible 
joint facilities. Further funds 
would not have to be available 
until construction of the pump 
station and force main to the 
bridge was undertaken. These 
funds could be raised by several 
possible methods as explored in 
the hearing. It should be noted 


that evidence at the hearing in­ 
dicated that substantial savings 
might be possible if a package 
type pump station were used. 
Solvang’s costs will hopefully 
decrease considerably when 
this option is explored.” 
Comment on the order was 
not immediately forthcoming 
from representatives of either 
SMID or SYCSD. The latter 
district board scheduled to 
meet last night, while the SMID 
board will convene Thursday 
night. 
SMID directors previously 
publicly rejected proposals of­ 
fered by the state board staff 
and it is known that the Santa 
Ynez District is not too highly 
enamored of the idea of enter­ 
ing into a service type agree­ 
ment with SMID as an alter­ 
native to the deep river cross 
plan.

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America making progress 
on cleaning up city air 


Sister describes brother's 
ordeal in Mexican jail fast 
Rev. Jackson wants whites out 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
America is making progress on 
cleaning its dirty city air. es­ 
pecially in New York and Los 
Angeles, but once-clear country 
air is increasingly fouled by 
fumes from factories and 
smelters, according to a new 
government report. 
Major urban improvements 
included New York, with 71 per 
cent fewer people exposed to 
unhealthy smoke and dust 
levels, and Los Angeles, with 85 
per cent fewer plagued by high 
smog levels on at least one day 
wit of every two. 
Carbon monoxide auto pollu­ 
tion decreased nationwide by 
about 5 per cent a year, the 
report said. But it said two 
other pollutants caused in part 
by cars — nitrogen dioxide and 
hydrocarbons — showed little 
decrease. 
The new National Air Quality 
and Emissions Trends Report, 
published Wednesday by the 
Environmental Protection Ad­ 
ministration. covered progress 
in the war on air pollution 
through 1974. It was the fifth 
such study by the EPA. 
"I believe ... real progress 
has been made,” said EPA 
chief Russell Train. ‘‘We must 
not forget, however, that these 
figures also point up how much 
remains to be done before all of 
America's air is safe to breathe

again.” 
The report said ambient air 
measurements showed a 33 per 
cent drop nationwide in the 
number of people exposed to 
dangerous smoke and dust par­ 
ticulate levels, from 73 million 
in 1970 to 49 million in 1974. 
Sulfur dioxide levels in urban 
areas dropped by 30 per cent, it 
said, but ¿he nationwide level 
declined only slightly because 
of increased sulfur dioxide 
pollution outside the cities. 
“A number of major sources 
of (sulfur dioxide) exist in rural 
locations.” the report said. 
“These nonurban sources, such 
as smelters, pose the greatest 
threat to the maintenance of 
S02 standards. This problem is 
being intensified by the move of 


factories from urban to rural 
areas.” 
Special studies focused on 
New York and Los Angeles. 
In the New York-New Jersey- 
Connecticut air quality region, 
the report said, only 2.9 million 
of 17 million inhabitants were 
exposed to unhealthy levels of 
smoke and dust particulates in 
1974. By contrast, it said, 9.9 
million were exposed to unsafe 
particulate levels in 1971. 
In the Los Angeles basin, only 
about 400.000 people in a small 
area around Azusa, Calif., 
faced unsafe smog levels half 
the time or more in 1974. But in 
1970. it said, about 2.6 million 
people in an area covering 
almost half the basin breathed 
smog that often. 
Miki delays plan 
for resignation 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - The 
sister of an American inmate 
participating in a four-day 
mass hunger strike at Mexican 
prisons says her brother is so 
weak he can barely sit in a 
chair. 
About 470 American and 
Latin prisoners most of them 
held on drug-related charges, 
have refused to eat since Mon­ 
day in hopes of pressuring Mex­ 
ican officials to grant them the 
early parole they said was 
promised by former President 
Luis Echeverria, who left office 
last week. 
“My brother looks terrible. 
He’s six-feet, two-inches tall, 
yet he weighed only about 135 
pounds today,” Carolyn John­ 
son, of Alameda, Calif., said 
after visiting 32-year-old Philip 
Mallard in Santa Marta jail 
Wednesday. 
“He was so weak, he couldn’t 


sit properly on the prison 
chair." 
She said the condition of 
others at the prison appeared 
just as bad. 
“ W e re 
s till 
fa s tin g ,” 
prisoner Jam es Calhoun, of 
Dewey, O kla., said in a 
telephone call from Santa 
Marta. “We re getting pretty 
hungry, but we’re going to stay 
on it." 
Prisoners report the hunger 
strike at Santa Marta, El Norte 
and Oriente Prisons in Mexico 
City involved inmates from the 
United States and several Latin 
nations. 
The guards at El Norte 
prison, where striking inmates 
said they were beaten this 
week, say they may stop work 
to protest “bad treatment” by 
prison director Manuel Sanchez 
Galindo. 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. 
(UPI) - Black activist Jesse 
Jackson said Wednesday the 
Marine Corps should discharge 
whites found to be members of 
the Ku Klux Klan. 
The Rev. Jackson met with 
Maj. Gen. Carl Hoffman, com­ 
mander of this base troubled by 
racial violence connected to 
discovery of KKK activity. 
Jackson said Hoffman told him 
the presence of klansmen in the 
corps was “distasteful” to him. 
“We know that if the general 
is very serious, there are ways 
to dismiss such a unit of 
people,” Jackson told a news 
conference. 
“A more emphatic position 
should be taken against these 
racist elements” which "can 
change from sheets to green un­ 
iforms,” said Jackson, head of 
People United to Save 
Humanity. 
The Marines have noted that 
it is not illegal for troops to 


belong to the Klan, as it is not 
illegal to belong to other 
civilian activist organizations. 
Sixteen Marines whose names 
were discovered on a list of 
Klan members were ordered 
transferred to other units, 
however. 
Jackson said he doubted the 
Marine Corps intelligence offic­ 
ers had not detected the 
presence of the Klan before 


violence brake out. 


Fourteen black Marines face 
possible courts-martial on as­ 
sault charges for attacks on six 
white Marines — not Klansmen 
— who were clubbed and stab­ 
bed by blacks who broke into a 
barracks room party. The 
blacks reportedly meant to in­ 
vade the room next door, iden­ 
tified as a Klan meeting place.

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TOKYO (UPI) — Prime 
Minister Takeo Miki will delay 
announcing his resignation until 
early next week to work on a 
proposal for reforming his 
scandal-ridden Liberal Demo­ 
cratic party, political sources 
said today. 
An official spokesman said 
Wednesday that Miki would an­ 
nounce his resignation as party 
president, a post that carries 
with it the position of premier. 
The decision results from the 
setback Miki’s party suffered in 
general elections Sunday. 
But the sources said Miki 
wants to devote more time to 
drafting the proposal before he 
resigns. The prime minister is 
expected to spend the weekend 
at his villa southwest of Tokyo. 
The man most likely to suc­ 
ceed Miki is his arch rival 
Takeo Fukuda, 71, form er 
deputy premier and a powerful 
factional leader in the staunch­ 
ly conservative party. 
Fukuda is said to have the 
support of a large number of 
LDP members of both houses of 
parliament. 
For the first time in its 21- 
year history, the LDP failed to 
win a majority in the lower 
house of parliament, getting 
only 249 of the 511 seats. But it 
m anaged to in c re a se its 
strength to 258. two more than a 
majority, when nine newly 
elected independents agreed to 
become LDP members 
The sources said Miki will 
stress three points in his 
proposal. They are: a party 
pledge to carry out a thorough 
investigation of Japan's $12 
million Lockheed scandal, 
broadening the electoral base 


for selecting the party presi­ 
dent and an end to “behind-the- 
door politics” conducted by 
party elders. 
The Lockheed scandal al­ 
ready has led to the arrest and 
indictment of former Premier 
Kakuei Tanaka, who will go on 
trial Jan. 27 for allegedly 
receiving $1.6 million from the 
aircraft corporation. 
Miki was chosen as Tanaka’s 
successor in 1974 by party 
elders and later won approval 
of LDP parliamentary mem­ 
bers at a party caucus. 
He now wants this system 
changed to give more party 
members, including those who 
do not hold parliam entary 
seats, an opportunity to take 
part in electing the party presi­ 
dent.

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300,000 G M workers 
N a tio n s 
ratify contract 


DETROIT (UPI) - General 
Motors' 390,000 workers have 
ratified a new contract, which 
nearly winds up the 1976 round 
of labor negotiations with the 
automotive Big Three that 
began in mid-July. 
UAW Vice President Irving 
Bluestone announced late 
Wednesday that production 
workers voted 7-to-l and skilled 
tradesmen better than Mo-1 in 
favor of the three-year agree­ 
ment. The results were based 
on balloting by 134 of the un­ 
ion’s 144 GM bargaining units. 
The 14,912-vote margin by the 
skilled tradesmen was much 
wider than at either Ford or 
Chrysler. Ford skilled trades­ 
men approved their agreement 
by a 489-vote margin and their 
Chrysler counterparts gave 
their pact a 622-vote spread. 
The vote of the GM produc­ 
tion workers was 106,185-to- 
15.950 in favor of the agree­ 
ment. Skilled tradesmen voted 
26.925-to-12.013. 
Still facing the UAW are local 
agreements at both Chrysler 
and GM to supplement the 
national pact. 
Just 76 of the 144 GM bargain­ 
ing units have reached agree­ 


ment on local contracts, 
leading to the possibility of 
crippling plant-level disputes. 
At Chrysler, only 41 of 69 
production units and 74 of 136 
white-collar units have local 
agreements. The UAW already 
has established a 10 a.m. Fri­ 
day strike deadline for a new 
pact for Chrysler white-collar 
engineering employes belong­ 
ing to UAW Local 412 at 16 
Detroit-area plants. 
Still to be negotiated is a con­ 
tract for 12,000 American 
Motors workers in the United 
States and Canada. 
The AMC workers have 
remained on the job since their 
old contract expired on Sept. 16 
and will not have a new con­ 
tract until sometime in 1977, 
since negotiations have been 
recessed until Jan. 3.

The most valuable piece of 
real estate to come on the 
Washington market in years — 
the posh city estate of Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller 
— will be up for sale next 
month. 
Rockefeller's office con­ 
firmed Wednesday that he has 
decided to sell the Foxhall road 
property, complete with its 25 
wooded acres along the Poto­ 
mac, seven bedrooms, five 
baths, new swimming pool, ten­ 
nis courts, and pond. 
A spokesman said that the $8 
million price tag put on the 
property by the Washington 
Post was “speculation” and 
refused to confirm or deny it. 
But it is one of those things so 
expensive that if you have to 
ask what it costs, you can’t af­ 
ford it. 
Only a year and a half ago a 
rough figure of $1.5 million was 
floated by Rockefeller aides. 
For tax purposes the property 
is assessed by the city at $2.1 
million — second highest 
among private holdings in 
Washington 
Rockefeller rented the place 
when he came to Washington in 
the 1940’s to work for President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. He 
bought it a few years later and 
has used it while in the capital 
He has worked for every presi­ 
dent since Roosevelt except 
John Kennedy.

A potent storm brewing over 
Montana set its sights on the 
Northern Plains today packing

Travelers’ advisories were 
posted for Montana and north­ 
west Wyoming and a winter 
storm warning was in effect for 
western North Dakota early to­ 
day as the storm gathered 
strength.

Growers won t 
press on law 


PALM SPRINGS (UPI) - 
Officials of California’s largest 
growers organization have de­ 
cided not to press the legisla­ 
ture for changes in the state's 
Farm Labor Law at this time, 
but seek modifications through 
the Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board instead. 


“We want to give the board 
time and latitude to make the 
law work in an equitable 
fashkxt.“ Fred Heringer, presi­ 
dent of the California Farm 
Bureau Federation, said Wed­ 
nesday. 


Delegates to the group's an­ 
nual convention also asked their 
executive board to decide when 
and how to secure changes in 
the law in the future. 


The action delays, and pos­ 
sibly averts, a major confronta­ 
tion between the 74,009-member 
growers group and supporters 
of Cesar Chavez’ United Farm 
Workers of America. 


The farm bureau opposed 
Proposition 14. the Farm Labor 
Initiative defeated in last 
month s election, on grounds it 
would make it difficult to 
change aspects of the law they 
disliked 


Heringer said he and other 
farm bureau leaders hoped the 
board would make administra­ 
tive changes in the coming 
months "to make the law func­ 
tion more efficien tly and 
equitably.” 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - It 
would not upset the world’s 
economy if oil-producing na­ 
tions meeting in Qatar next 
week announce a 10 per cent oil 
price boost, according to Gulf 
Oil Corp 
Chairman Jerry 
McAfee. 
“I think a 10 per cent increase 
in the price of crude oil is 
something that the United 
States and the world could 
more or less take in stride,” 
McAfee said. 
McAfee said he doubted the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries would raise 
prices more than 10 per cent. 
He said, in the long run, it 
would hurt the 13 member na­ 
tions more than it would help 
them. 
He said a 10 per cent price 
boost would amount to “a penny 
or two, at most three, in the 
price of gasoline if it were pas­ 
sed on directly.” 
McAfee also said if OPEC, 
which meets in Doha, Qatar, 
Dec. 15. does boost prices 10 per 
cent at this time, the member 
nations probably would not 
raise prices significantly again 
in 1977. 
“I don't think it will happen, 
and I’m not really worried 
about it." he said. “I think that 
would be going too far for the 
Arabs. 
“They are smart cookies, and 
don’t sell them short. They 
know what the traffic will bear, 
and they will charge it as long 
as they can get away with it. 
“And. unfortunately, they are 
still able to get away with it 
because we allowed ourselves 
to be dependent. 
“ Therefore. I personally 
think that a significant increase 


— over 10 per cent — is more 
than the traffic will bear, and 
they know that. It will hurt 
them in the long run more than 
it will help them.” 
The recent 6 per cent price 
boost announced by steel 
manufacturers will not have 
much effect on the OPEC deci­ 
sion. McAfee said President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter earlier ex­ 
pressed concern it might en­ 
courage OPEC to raise its 
prices too. 


Bernstein leaving 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Carl 
Bernstein, whose work on the 
Watergate scandal with fellow 
Washington Post reporter Bob 
Woodward won the newspaper a 
Pulitzer Prize, is leaving the 
Post. 
Bernstein told the Post his 
first project after his resigna­ 
tion takes effect Jan. 1 will be a 
book about Washington during 
the McCarthy era. 
“It’s very hard to leave the 
Post.” Bernstein said, “but I’ve 
worked for newspapers since I 
was 16 years old — half my life 
— and I want to try other kinds 
of journalism.”

In addition, 
each child was escorted by a

in 
uniform—a Big Brother or Big 
Sister for the day. 
The party has become an an­ 
nual affair at Vandenberg, 
growing and improving each 
time. Everything is done with 
the happiness of the children in 
mind. People of every descrip­ 
tion take part in the prepara­ 
tions for the party. Vandenberg 
people; wives, sergeants, air­ 
men. civilians, contractor per­ 
sonnel. and generals , volunteer 
in scores each year to help out. 
Since a part of having a nice 
Christmas is sharing a holiday 
meal, the children are each 
given a basket of food to be 
prepared by their families. 
They are also given presents to 
take home, so the joy of giving 
can be theirs, as well as the fun 
of receiving.

We caught them in the 
Capital Center in Landover, 
Maryland recently, and for us, 
they just manage to fill the 
bill. Chicago is best when they 
play tight, and they could cer­ 
tainly satisfy any audience 
with an evening of just their 
shorter tracks. It’s hard to 
believe that “If You Leave Me 
Now,” perhaps their least dis­ 
tinctive single, is their first 
national number one hit. 
Rarely has a group with as 
much diversity as Chicago 
come up with great singles 
like “25 or 6 to 4,” “You Are 
My Inspiration,” “ Does 
Anybody Really Know What 
Time It Is,” and fans can pick 
out yet other favorites. 
But, there’s a streak of ar­ 
tiness that’s occasionally un­ 
becoming to a brassy outfit 
like Chicago. Although they 
are all excellent musicians, 
they sometimes come up with 
jazzy bridges that are in 
danger of collapsing. Still, 
they are far less self-indulgent 
than most pop groups. 
“The last tour we did with 
the Beach Boys.” recalled 
lead guitarist Terry Kath 
backstage, “ we just played a 
set of our tunes. No jamming. 
It was a good overall show, 
but I began to feel like a juke

box.” 
Walter Parazaider, who 
handles the saxophones and 
flute in Chicago’s well- 
orchestrated horn section, 
says that it’s the “room” they 
get individually that keeps 
them together as a group. 
“When we first began recor­ 
ding, we tried to figure out a 
concept for each record, but 
we wound up putting together 
tunes by anybody who had 
them. So every lp has its hard 
and soft, a few different bags. 
We’ve always worked towards 
making the group a vehicle for 
everyone in it to do what they 
want.” 


That explains the reason 
why all their albums are 
numbered, not named. They 
previewed one selection from 
the upcoming “Chicago XI” 
album, an unusually hard, 
funky, and tuneless number 
called “Uptown,” featuring 
lead guitarist Terry Kath. 
Kath, incidentally, told us he’s 
preparing a solo album, only 
the second solo venture by a 
Chicago group member in ten 
years. The other, “Skinny 
Boy,” by keyboard player 
Robert Lamm, didn’t fare too 
well, sales-wise. “It won’t 
take anything away from the 


group,” Kath said. “Chicago 
has always been top priority.” 
••• 
Rolling Stone Magazine has 
put together an interesting 
selection of essays and an ab- 
solutely wild batch of 
photo g rap h s for th e ir 
"‘History of Rock and Roll” 
book, and the package is a 
treat for rod: fans and a great 
gift idea. Our only objection 
with the book, and perhaps 
this is a larger objection to 
much of what’s called the 
rock press, is that some of the 
essays included therein read 
like term papers, and not very 
good ones at that. It’s one 
thing to be scholarly and 
thorough, it’s another to be 
boring. Rock and roll is about 
good times and its genesis was 
anti-boredom and anti* 
establishment. Most of this 
book explains that clearly; 
some of it is muddied with 
academic language that not 
even the biggest rock fan will 
tolerate.

Back­ 
ed by a Kansas City style 
boogie-woogie piano, Big Joe 
(and he deserves the name) 
rambled and rumbled and 
wailed songs like “Cherry 
Red” (ooh!) with a cockiness 
that makes Mick Jagger look 
sad. Big Joe’s recording for 
Pablo these days, a label 
whose jazz releases and re­ 
leases have been an edifying 
and satisfying addition to all 
music aficionados . . . Dm 
McLean, best known for his 
‘‘American P i e ” epic, 
dedicated to the downfall of 
popular music, is back again, 
and touring, but his repertoire 
hasn’t changed all that much 


in his two year absence from 
the club scene. He still relies 
on old s ta n d a r d s like 
“Vincent” and “Wonderful 
Baby” and dashes it with 
f a m ila r nu m b ers like 
“Muleskinner Blues” and his 
own “Magdalane Lane.” Two 
new songs, “Echo,” a love 
song, and “Color TV Blues,’ a 
rather out-of-step protest 
song, didn’t really strike us, 
but we’ll have to wait for his 
forthcoming album before 
making any hasty evaluations 
of his direction. . . Unless you 
happen to find Ringo Starr’s 
nasal voice charming, or his 
past associations too impor­ 
tant to ignore, "Ringo’s 
Rotogravure” is nothing more 
than just a pleasant record.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The behavior of snakes, cows, 
dogs and cats may be helpful in 
earthquake prediction, accord­ 
ing to a top scientist. 
P eter L. Ward, chief of 
earthquake mechanics and pre­ 
dictions for the U.S. Geological 
Survey, said Wednesday a 
biological 
report 
is being 
p rep ared linking c e rta in 
strange behavior of animals to 
impending tremors. 
Chinese 
scien tists 
have 
claim ed some su ccess in 
predicting temblors by using 
animal observation as a tool. 
“There is enough circumstan­ 
tial evidence to warrant it being 
taken very seriously,” Ward 
said at a m eeting of the 
American Geophysical Union. 
He said one type of unusual 
animal behavior before quakes 
is “ snakes coming out of the 
ground and freezing to death in 
the middle of winter.” 


Household pets like dogs and 
cats are also being studied for 
their erratic, agitated behavior 
before temblors occur, he ad­ 
ded. 
“We are talking about every 
kind of animal you can think of, 
from farm animals to chimpan­ 
zees to insects,” said Ward, of 
the National Center for Earth­ 
quake Research in Menlo Park, 
Calif. 
“The animals seem to be 
reacting to some kind of agita­ 
tion. Cows and other animals 
running around, acting strange, 
refusing to go into the bam. 
Birds flying around wildly.” 
Ward and Robert M. Hamil­ 
ton. chief of the Office of 
Earthquake Studies of the 
Geological 
Survey, echoed 
other scientists at the meeting 
by expressing concern about 
the possibility of a quake in 
southern California. 
A “large uplift” in the earth

Ariz., Wednesday and met for 2Vfe hours with 
Scott's agent, Gary Walker, who said he would advise his 
client to turn down the Red Sax proposal. 
So. at a party given by California Angels’ owner Gene 
Autry Wednesday night, Claiborne, acting on a "whim," 
telephoned Scott in Milwaukee. He explained "I felt this 
thing was being dragged out too long. I repeated our terms to 
George and he said he’d accept it." 
Then he handed the phone over to American League Presi­ 
dent Lee MacPhail and asked Scott to repeat his acceptance 
of the terms, which he did. 
There were three trades involving nine players on the third 
day of baseball’s winter meetings. Biggest name involved 
was outfielder George Hendrick. 
Hendrick, who was expected to play out his option at 
Cleveland next season, was shipped to San Diego for out­ 
fielder John Grubb, catcher Fred Kendall and infielder Hec­

NEW YORK (UPI) — The New York Knicks claim the 
Buffalo Braves reneged on a deal that would have brought 
Bob McAdoo to New York. 
"In all my years in sportsmaking deals I’ve never been in­ 
volved in anything like this. It’s been a unique experience,’’ 
Mike Burke, president of the Knicks, said Wednesday. 
Burke said the Knicks and Braves had made a verbal 
agreement which would have sent McAdoo to New York for 
an estimated $2.5 million plus a player. 
But. he said Bill Shapiro, attorney for Braves’ owner Paul 
Snyder, told him Wednesday the Braves were not prepared 
to go through with the deal. 
“I met with Shapiro this morning and told him we wanted 
a response to only one question. ‘Will you honor the deal we 
made last Friday ami reaffirmed Saturday and again con­ 
firmed Tuesday, or will you renege9”’ said Burke. "Shapiro 
said We are not prepared to go through with the deal.’ I 
would think it’s dead." 
Burke said he might seek legal action to hold the Braves to 
the deal but since nothing had been signed he wasn’t sure 
what course of action he could pursue

Coastal, surf 
fishing good 


The c o a s ta l fish in g is 
doing well in the Santa Barhara 
area, with the skiff fishermen 
catching bonita, barracuda, and 
some mackerel. The calico bass 
fishing is not excellent, but they 
are catchable in the reef areas. 
S urf fish in g h as been 
highlighted this week by a 
school of corvina which have hit 
the coast. The corvina, which 
usually favor warmer waters, 
are going about eight pounds, 
and the fishermen are catching 
them on mussels and sand 
crabs which they dig up on the 
beach. 
While most ocean fishing 
ports find this time of year good 
only for overhauling boats and 
equipment, Santa Barbara’s 
Sea Landing is still going 
strong. The boats are averaging 
15 ling cod a day on the island 
trips in addition to limiting dai­ 
ly on other rock fish. 
In the Avila area, the anglers 
must rely on private boats or 
skiffs, as San Luis Sportfidling 
has closed until January. A few 
private individuals have been 
braving the cold mornings, and 
coming up with some white sea 
bass, but not enough to con­ 
stitute a run. At Santa Barbara, 
only one white sea bass was 
reported caught this week. 
The restriction of aba lone 
hunting by the DFG this year 
has triggered some poaching on 
a very serious level. A favorite 
place of aba lone poaching is 
Cortes Bank, an area near Los 
Angeles. The DFG claims that 
divers working this area are 
taking all the abalones, legal 
sized or not. and selling them in 
Mexico. 
Lake C achum a has the 
reputation as one of the best 
catfishing lakes anywhere in 
California as far as the size of 
the fish.

Finley claims he’s seriously thinking of going public with the A’s 
so that the average working man can buy into them and share some 
of his troubles. 
I like Ted Turner’s idea a little better. He’s the Atlanta Braves 
unorthodox, uninhibited owner, and what he wants to do is lower 
the player limit from its present 25 to 24. 
"What I’ll do then is put myself on the roster and sit on the bench 
because I’m too old to play,” Turner has it all figured it out. "I’ll 
hang around for four years and then wind up with that same 
wonderful pension all the other players are getting.”

In a recently published 
Federal Energy Administra­ 
tion study of the nation’s litter 
problem, it was predicted that 
a national returnable con­ 
tainer law would result in 
more than 100,000 jobs, a $1.7 
billion savings to consumers,

UMW's Miller: true reformer? 


WASHINGTON - Arnold Miller, the 
leader of the United Mine Workers 
(UMW). won his union s presidency four 
years ago on a reputation as a reformer. 
But for some UMW officials, that reputa­ 
tion has turned black as coal. 
When Miller was elected, he promised 
to clean up the UMW, 
a 277,000-member un­ 
ion w hose im ag e 
plummeted under the 
dictatorial reign of his 
p red e ce sso r Tony 
Boyle, now a con­ 
victed murderer. 
The UMW has in­ 
deed vastly improved. 
But according to high 
UMW sources and in­ 
ternal union docu­ 
ments, Miller often 
has been more in­ 
terested in spending 
time in his home dis­ 
trict near Charleston, 
every bit as picturesque, if it w. v a , on i*rsonai 
weren’t for our litter. 


Space age nostalgia 


F ran k ly , I never thought the 
day would come in my lifetime that I 
would look upon the space age with 
nostalgia, and yet that is exactly what 
happened last week when United Press 
faithfully reported on the demolition of 
the rusting launch tower used in the 
United States’ first four manned orbital 
missions. 
The tower, from 
which John Glenn was 
launched into orbit on 
February 20, 1962, 
stood 110 feet 
tall 
amid jungle-like un­ 
dergrow th at the 
space launch Complex 
14 at Kennedy Space 
Center. It had not been 
used in more than 10 
years. 
It cost $5 million to 
construct the com­ 
plex. but the rusting 
250-ton steel gantry 
will be dismantled and 
put up for bid as scrap 
metal. 
Last week’s activity 
at Complex 14 set me to researching the 
space program — young as history goes, 
and yet filled with facts that many 
already have forgotten. 
My research has produced several 
space age questions, which I will pose to 
you first See how many you can answer, 
and if you need help, read the informa­ 
tion that follows. First, the questions: 
1. John Glenn was the first American 
to go into orbit, but who was the first 
American to go into space, and when? 
2. How many astronauts have been 
chosen since the inception of the U.S. 
space program, and how many still are 
on flight status? 
3. How many of the persons chosen for 
the astronaut program have flovyn in 
space, and how many have flown more 
than once on a space mission? 
4. How many American astronauts 
have walked on the surface of the moon, 
and who was the first to do so? 
5. Have more space capsule recoveries 
been made in the Atlantic or the Pacific? 
What U.S. ship has made more capsule 
recoveries than any other? 
5. How many separate space programs 
has the United States had, and how many 
manned missions were involved in each? 
7. What is the record for the longest 
U.S. stay in space and for the shortest 
U.S. stay in space? On what missions 
were these records set and who were the 
astrooauts involved? 
Here are the answers, based on infor­ 
mation contained in a NASA booklet 
titled “ Astronauts Fact Sheet” issued in 
October of this year: 
1. The first American to go into space 
was Alan Shepard. His was a suborbital 
flight lasting 15 minutes and 22 seconds 
in Freedom 7, launched May 5,1961 The 
second American in space was Gus Gris­ 
som whose flight aboard Liberty Bell 7 
was launched July 21, 1961. It also was 
suborbital, lasting 15 minutes and 37 se­ 
conds The flight was successful but the 
capsule sank. Grissom was rescued 
2. There have been 73 astronauts 
selected to date in the space program, 31 
of whom are still on flight status. 
Twenty-four have retired. 10 resigned 


and eight have been killed. Those who 
are deceased include Navy Lt. Cmdr. 
Roger Chaffee, USAF Lt. Col. Virgil 
I. (Gus) Grissom and AF Lt. Col. 
Edward White II, all of whom were in an 
Apollo Spacecraft fire at Kennedy Space 
Center on January 27, 1967, AF Maj. 
Charles A Bassett II and Elliot M See 
Jr., who died in the crash of a T-38 jet on 
Feb. 28. 1966. at Lambert Airport near 
St. Louis. Mo.; AF Capt. Theodore C. 
Freeman, in a T-38 crash at Houston Oct. 
31, 1964; Marine Major Clifton C. 
Williams Jr., in a T-38 crash near 
Tallahassee, Fla., on Oct. 5.1967 and AF 
Maj. Edward G. Givens, in an auto acci­ 
dent near Houston June 6, 1967. 
3. Of the 73 astronauts chosen for the 
space program, 43 have flown in space. 
Twenty-six of these have flown one mis­ 
sion, 10 have flown twice, three have had 
three flights and four have had four 
flights. 
4. This may come as a surprise to you 
— it did to me - but 12 men have walked 
on the moon. The first to do so was Neil 
A. Armstrong, followed by Buzz Aldrin 
on the same mission. Others, in the order 
of their walks, were Charles Conrad Jr., 
Alan L. Bean, Alan B. Shepard Jr., 
Edgar Mitchell, David R. Scott, James 
B Irwin. John Young, Charles M Duke 
Jr.. Eugene A. Ceman and Harrison 
Schmitt. 
5. This one also surprised me. There 
have been 31 splashdowns, and I guessed 
that the greater majority was in the 
Pacific Ocean. Actually, it is almost 
evenly divided — 15 have been in the 
Atlantic and 16 in the Pacific. The USS 
Wasp has made the most recoveries, 
five, all in the Atlantic. The USS New 
Orleans, in the Pacific, has made the se­ 
cond most recoveries with four. A total 
of 18 different recovery ships have been 
involved. 
6 There have been five separate space 
program s: M ercury (six manned 
flights). Gemini (nine manned missions), 
Apollo (12 manned flights), Skylab 
(three manned flights) and the single 
Apollo-Soyuz joint mission with Russia. 
7. The longest stay in space was logged 
by Astronauts Gerald Carr, Edward 
Gibson and William Pogue in Skylab 4, 
which was the third manned Skylab mis­ 
sion They were aloft a total of 2,017 
hours. 15 minutes and 32 seconds — or 84 
days, still a world record. It began on 
November 16, 1973 and ended Feb. 8, 
1974. and marked the only time anyone 
has ever celebrated the new year in 
space. The shortest mission was the 
nation s first one, in which Alan Shepard 
went up for 15 minutes and 22 seconds on 
May 5. 1961. 


matters other than the 
miner’s welfare. During the first eight 
months of this year, Miller flew at union 
expense to the Charleston area 33 times. 
His favorite stop in Charleston was the 
Heart of the Town Motel, only 20 miles 
from Miller’s home in Ohley. 
Hotel bills and per diem for the junkets 
came to $2,600 In addition, his total 
travel expenses were almost $2,300. 
For all the time and money, Miller ap­ 
parently didn’t get much work done The 
president of the district. Jack Perry, a 
former Miller ally, told our reporter 
Terri Mendenhall that he had no idea 
what kind of work Miller did at home. 


‘‘I’m at a loss to explain what he 
(Miller) was doing here,” he said. “ If he 
held meetings, they were private.” Yet 
if the trips were not on union business, 
Miller would violate federal law because 


they were at UMW expense. 
Meanwhile, the presidents of three 
other union districts whose headquarters 
are within 200 miles of Charleston told us 
Miller had visited each of their districts 
only five times since he became presi­ 
dent. 
In a lengthy interview, Miller admitted 
he spent a lot of time in Charleston. But 
he insisted that, except on weekends, he 
always conducted union business. 
Union sources have also charged that 
Miller created a special committee at 
the last UMW convention for the sole 
purpose of paying off political cronies. 
Union documents reveal that Miller 
hired 12 union members from a district 
in Nova Scotia, reportedly paying them a 
total of $16,000 in wages and expenses. 
The members served on a specially 
created Canadian affairs committee that 
was virtually unknown to convention 
delegates. The documents show the pan­ 
el was established a week later than the 
other nine committees at the convention. 
The largest Canadian district was not 
even represented on the committee. 
According to union sources, Miller 
made a deal with the Nova Scotia dis­ 
trict’s president, William Marsh. In 
return for the $16,000, Marsh agreed to 
ensure that the district’s “ bloc” sup­ 
ported Miller, sources said. 
Miller acknowledged that the commit­ 
tee was unusual. But he dismissed the 
charges as “ plain hogwash.” When we 
contacted Marsh, he shouted that the 
arrangement was “ none of your busines­ 
s’’ and hung up the phone. 
Union sources have also accused 
Miller of neglecting his responsibilities 
during the times of crisis. For example, 
while 80.000 miners were out of work 
during a West Virginia strike in August 
1975, Miller was lounging some of the 
time in the posh Pocahontas home of 
John “ Jay” Rockefeller, now governor- 
elect.

"Ar­ 
nold was totally missing,” said one 
UMW source. 
Miller admitted that he spent time at 
Rockefeller’s home, but he couldn’t 
remember how long he stayed. A 
Rockefeller spokesman said that the 
home was always open to Miller. 
The UMW president insisted he was 
talking to miners during much of the 
time he was incommunicado and said he 
was responsible for settling the strike. 
He complained he got little help from the 
staff. He told us he believed the staff was 
working against him in the 1975 strike. 
NUCLEAR SHENANIGANS: The tax­ 
payers may have to pick up the tab for a 
$500 million cleanup of nuclear wastes, 
thanks to a lopsided agreement signed by 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller when 
he was governor of New York. 
The deal called for Nuclear Fuel Ser­ 
vices, owned by the giant Getty Oil Co., 
to reprocess over 600,000 gallons of dead­ 
ly nuclear waste at a plant in West 
Valley, N Y. 
A provision was included, however, 
which permitted Getty to saddle the 
State of New York with the job if it 
proved unprofitable. 
Getty is exercising its option and 
federal officials are now discussing 
plans to clean up the nuclear mess. 
Officials at the Energy Research and 
Development Administration (EHDA) 
told our reporter Amy Dunkin the inci­ 
dent may cast a dark cloud over the 
nuclear industry, since nuclear ad­ 
vocates have stressed the low cost of 
nuclear power to the government. 


The New York Public In terest 
R&earch Group (NYPIRG) has pieced 
together the story, which began in the 
early 1960s when the New York State 
Legislature established the Atomic 
Research and Development Authority 
(ARDA) to promote nuclear power in the 
state. According to the NYPIRG report, 
ARDA negotiated a deal between the 
state and the Getty-owned Nuclear Fuel 
Services (NFS) under which the com­ 
pany would run a nuclear reprocessing 
plant. State officials agreed to take over 
the operation if it lost money. NFS’s only 
financial obligation was to provide a 
relatively meager $4 million contribution 
to safeguard the toxic wastes. 
Curiously, the person who handled the 
arrangement as chairman of ARDA was 
Oliver Townsend, who at the same time 
was director of the state’s Office of 
Atomic Development. This is the agency 
which represented the state in the 
negotiations 


Bob Thompson, director of curriculum 
for Lompoc Unified School District, and 
chief of the district’s massive needs as­ 
sessment survey, tells me committees 
are being formed at the grassroots level 
for the effort and everything is on target. 
Completion of the effort is expected by 
June of next year. 


Townsend was in reality negotiating 
with himself when the state agreed to as­ 
sume liability for the reprocessing 
operation.

WASHINGTON - How to get a bigger 
piece of the pie while the getting is good. 
That, in the simplest possible terms, is 
the meaning of the steel price increase. 
A better example of the economics of 
scarcity and the way prices are as 
carefully attuned as the tuning of a violin 
could hardly be found 
For a while the steel 
co m p a n ie s, 
from 
small to giant, agree 
to raise prices 6 per 
cent on the kind of 
steel that goes into 
automobiles, 
re frig e ra to rs 
and 
most of the things con­ 
sumers buy, the in­ 
dustry is running at 
barely more than 57 
per cent capacity. 
So you charge more 
for less, with competi­ 
tion a back-alley joke. 
The timing of this 
stroke is especially in­ 
teresting. It comes on 
the eve of the meeting of the OPEC na­ 
tions to decide how large their oil price 
increase should be. 
In an interview with the Shah of Iran in 
Tehran, columnist Joseph Kraft quotes 
the Shah as saying that a 15 per cent in­ 
crease is his “ starting point.” 
One may well ask why the OPEC na­ 
tions should show any restraint what­ 
soever in view of what is happening on 
this side of the Atlantic. 
The principal arbiters of the economy 
— the steel companies and, just back of 
them, the auto companies — are going 
ahead without any regard for the in­ 
flationary consequences of their acts. 
Conservation is another back-alley joke, 
with the gas-guzzlers outselling small 
cars. 
Timing on the political side is also in­ 
teresting. President Ford, in the declin­ 
ing weeks of his presidency, has neither 
the will nor the capacity to act on steel 
prices. Indeed it is questionable whether 
he would have acted effectively if he had 
had another full term ahead of him. 
Down in Plains, Ga., is Jimmy Carter, 
the president-elect. He can give inter­ 
views and speak reprovingly of the steel 
price increase, but he has no power to 
act. Whether he will have the force of 
character to take any action that might 
conceivably work, “ ex post facto,” we 
shall not know until after Jan. 20. 
How big a bump steel and oil will give 
to inflation, no one can say at this point. 
That it will be a bump can hardly be 
doubted. 
Add to this the increase in the price of 
natural gas. which has just gone into ef­ 
fect — part of the Ford dubious strategy 
of de-regulation — and the present rate 
of 5 per cent or 6 per cent is likely to go 
in the new year to 7 per cent or 8 per 
cent. 
What a welcome for Carter! He will be 
faced with an upward price movement 
that must seem out of control at the 
same time that unemployment is close to 
8 per cent. 
The heart of Carter’s dilemma is that 
the measures he would presumably ad­ 
vance to bring down tiie jobless rate 
would, in the view of moderates and con­ 
servatives in Congress, contribute to in­ 
flation and whether a new and aggres­ 
sive Congress would approve the Carter 
proposals is a large question. 
On the other side of the political 
spectrum are those who would use far 
more rad ical m eans to break a 
stalemate. One example widely discus­ 
sed is to break up the big oil companies 
so that they would be limited to a single 
function. Carter at one point was 
reported favoring such a proposal. 
A bold prophet will say that nothing as 
radical as this can happen. Yet if ar­ 
bitrary forces beyond all control can br­ 
ing about destructive|price rises, there 
will be a hardening on both sides of the 
political divide. 
At the very least it can mean a further 
slackening of the economy. The auto 
companies are said to be programming 
for large sales well into 1977. But if 
prices go up $100 to $150 a car, their es­ 
timates may be proved wrong. 
During his two years and three months 
in office with his policy of “ slow is 
beautiful,” Ford saw the country sink 
into the worst recession since the ’30s. In 
the vacuum of leadership during his 
presidency, he did nothing about prices 
and precious little about conservation. 
Conservatives champion him for his 
vetoes. At least, they say, he did nothing 
to stimulate prices 
But as we are seeing, this is not 
enough The inheritance he has left to his 
successor is dark and uncertain. Nor 
does Carter have the advantage of the 
clean sweep that confronted Franklin 
Roosevelt when he took over in 1933, with 
every bank in the country closed and 
15.000,000 or more Americans out of 
work 
That was CRISIS in capital letters He 
had his hundred days for swift action. 
When that is said, however, it must be 
remembered that not until the war 
orders from France and Britain began 
coming in was there a substantial dent in 
the mass of the jobless
